  (D) Upon the death after 2015 of an individual entitled to benefits under section 202(a), if any person is entitled to monthly benefits on the wages and self-employment income of such individual, the Commissioner of Social Security shall increase the deceased individual’s primary insurance amount in accordance with this paragraph for each calendar year for which the individual would have been a qualified beneficiary but for the individual’s death. .
